Hon. J. O. Glover, of Chicago, at one 
time a prominent lawy er at Ottawa, b ut 
now retired from practice, recently related 
to the Editor of T he T e l e gr a ph 
the 
following interesting 
reminiscence of 
early day s in Lee County ; and, b y our 
request, he permitted us to pub lish his 
romantic and interesting recollections of 
the day s of the “ Banditti of thePrairie.” 
Bliss and Dewey , it will b e rememb ered, 
were early settlers at Inlet and Lee Cen­ 
ter, and a numb er of their descendants re­ 
side there now, much respected citizens. 
Fox and Birch were leaders in# the gang 
of rob b ers and murderers who infested 
this country at that time. 
These inter­ 
esting facts have ney er b efore b een given 
to the pub lic. 
Judge Glover b riefly gives 
the following facts, which could b e en­ 
larged into a thrilling article: 


One night, in the summer of 1844, a 
four-horse peddler’s wagon, loaded with 
valuab le goods b elonging to a dry goods 
house in Chicugo, was left stauding in 
front of a hotel at Troy Grove, LaSalle 
county . 
In the night a large amount of 
these goods'were stolen; and some time 
afterwards the house of a man named 
AYe!ch, in the Gro\%, was entered dur- 
Irig the night b y two men, and while one 
of them held a pistol at the head of 
Welch, who w as in the b ed with his wife, 
and ordered him to keep his head covered; 
the other searched the house for money , 
and, while doing so, regaled himself free­ 
ly with Mrs. AVelch’s pies and milk. 
Welch was well known to b e a monied 
man and in the hab it of loaning gold 
coin, (a little rare in those day s, as wTell 
as at times since,) alway s providing in 
his contracts for repay ment in gold. But 
they did not find the store of money they 
expected, and were forced to retire with­ 
out much plunder. 


Prob ab ly six weeks after the events 
ab qy e stated, I happened to b e at Troy 
Grove on professional b usiness, and after 
1 had retired for the night, I was called, 
at the instance of Mr. Welch, to assist 
his wife in searching tor the men w ho had 
entered his house. 
Mr. Welch, who whs 
then living with a second wife much 
y ounger than himself, did not think lie 
could identify the men if ho should see 
them; b ut Mrs. Welch was very confident 
that she could. 


I soon ascertained that a search w ar­ 
rant had b een issued in LaSalle County , 
some weeks b efore, to discover the goods 
stole from the peddler’s wagon, and a 
large quautity of the goods was siezed in 
the adjoining county of Lee, and nil per­ 
sons found in possession of any part of 
them were arrested. 
A large numb er of 
persons, acquaintances of the parties ac­ 
cused and witnesses 
on b ehalf of the 
people, 
and lor the defence, accompan­ 
ied the officer who made the seizure; and 
although 
it was evening, 
court was im- 
mediately organized in the school house, 
where prob ab ly sixty or seventy jmrsons 


j was over ruled, and the parties sentenced 
! to two y ears in the penitentiary at Alton. 
During the trial the defendants a t­ 
tempted to prove an alib i, b ut failed; b e­ 
cause Mrs. Welch, prosecuting 
witness, 
was unab le to fix the exact day on w hich 
the offence was committed. 
She could 
only state that it was on the evening of 
the day that John W entworth was nomi­ 
nated in Ottawa as a candidate for Con­ 
gress for his first term. 
She rememb ered 
that some of her family friends were in 
Ottawa attending that convention when 
the rob b ery was committed; and the de­ 
fence was unab le to find any witnesses 
in Whiteside County who could fix that 
date with certainty . 
Some time in tho summer of 1845, 
Rob ert Birch, who had b eeh indicted, to­ 
gether with John Long, Aaron Long, 
Granville Young and William Fox, for 
the murder of Col. George Davenport, 
(at his quiet home on Rock Island,—an 
island in the Mississippi river, near the 
city of that name,) and who was then 
confined in the jail at Rock Island for that 
offence, was b rought b y due process of 
law from the jail to the County of La­ 
Salle to b e examined as a witness b efore 
the Grand Jury . 
In the evening, after 
he had b een discharged from further at­ 
tendance and was in the custody of the 
Sheriff, Birch casually remarked, in the 
office of the Sheriff, and in the presence 
of that officer and others, that he had not 
b een in LaSalle County since he came 
over from Rock River to “take up" an 
old man b y the name of AVelcb , at Troy 
Grove, 
He then told the story of the 
rob b ery as follows: 
“ When Fox and I 
reached Inlet Grove, (now called Leo 
Center) the y oung people of that neigh-' 
b orhood were having a b all at Bliss’s 
Hotel, and Dewey was there assisting 
Bliss. 
We took supper with the party , 
danced 
once, and 
then 
started for 
Troy Grove. 
While on the way I sug­ 
gested to Fox that when we got to 
Welch’s house he had b etter imitate old 
man Bliss and I would imitate old man 
Dewey . 
Fox said if he was to imitate 
Bliss he must have a cane to walk with, 
and I replied that when |wc got to the 
timb er I would cut him one. 
I did so; 
and when in the house wo carried out this 
plan. 
Even while in the act of rob b ing 
Welch I could hardly keep from laugh 
ing to see Fox hob b ling ab out the room 
with his cane, and drawing up his leg to 
resemb le the motions characteristic of 
Bliss." 
When this story of Birch's reached my 
ears I was considerab ly disturb ed b y it, 
knowing that Bliss and Dewey were in 
the penitentiary for that very rob b ery , 
and largely through my instrumentality , 
acting, us I did, as attorney in the prose­ 
cution of the case. 
1 immediately com­ 
menced 
an investigation to determine 
how much truth there was in Birch’s 
statement. 
Such investigation estab lish­ 
ed the fact that thy b all, heretofore 
spoken of, took place in the evening of 
the day of the nomination of Wentworth; 
and hence the entire innocence of Bliss 
and Dewey , of the crime lur which they 
were then suffering confinement 
There 
was not the slightest doub t ab out it in 
my mind, 
I caused these facts b e made known to 
Governor Ford b y affidavits of a numb er 
of persons who attended the b all and 
whose character could not b e questioned. 
The Governor admitted that 
the facts 
disclosed b y the affidavits did prove the 
innocence of Bliss and Dewey ; out hu 
I w ere present.

B e r l in, Feb. IB.—The bill intro duced by 
the go vernment in tho herro nhaus Mo nday 
practically repealing tho chief pro visio n o f 
tho May laws was no t unexpected, but tho 
extent o f the co ncessio ns made to the vati 
can caused intense surprise. 
Rarely has 
there been so much po iitical excitement in 
Berlin as is display ed o ver this last mo ve o f 
the chancello r’s. 
Many members o f the 
Liberal party o penly pro claim their belief 
that that Prince Bismarck has purchased 
thq suppo rt o f tho Vatican fo r his o ther 
schemes at tho price o f tho humiliating co n­ 
cessio ns to Catho licism indicated in the new 
bill. 
It is suggested that tho passage o f the 
revo cato ry measures laid befo re the Prus 
sian upper ho uso will stifle any pro test o n 
the part o f the po ntiff against the pro po sed 
expulsio n o f the Po les, and that the chan­ 
cello r is so determined o n the success o f his 
plans fo r Germanizing Prussian Po land that 
he is willing to make co ncessio ns o f a semi 
sentimental o r pacific character rather than 
enco unter o ppo sitio n fro m Ro me. 
Tho No rth German Gazette, tho ackno wl­ 
edged organ o f the go vernment, 
declares 
po sitively that Bismarck g ives freely , and 
o n his respo nsibility , whatever co ncessio ns 
he makes in church matters; that he wo uld 
have m ade tho se concessions y ears ago had 
no t the aggressive 
attitude o f the Ultra 
m ontane s b een such as to warrant the co n­ 
ception that these co ncessio ns o f the go v- 
m ent were tho result o f threats and o f tho 
ignom iny heaped upon 
the po licy pursued 
b y the governm ent.

I ill enacts that y o ung Catho lics 
destined.fo r tho priestho o d shall be admitted 
to the royal gy mnasia, who re they will rc 
co ivo a gratuitous

E n glan d A d optin g Theita In the Solution 
of the Irish P rob lem .

IB.—The governm ent’s b ill 
affecting the land laws will relate only to 
Ireland, though Mr. Gladstone is understood 
to have intim ated privately tha t if the re­

Ho is 110 
m ore of a land reform er than most

that tho whole nation has b ecome imb ued 
with the idea and some of the most exten­ 
sive holders of .English estate are discussing 
the question how soon tho governm ent will 
b o m aking a b id for their lands, and a t 
w hat price they will conclude to sell.

But we are nearing the divide, and 
as we 
move up these* pockets and swales to the ridge 
let us kt*cp our eyes about us, for we may 
catch a glimpse of noble game. 
There is 
plenty of it here 'vet. 
Bears and mountain 
lions are not uncommon, and, though the 
buffalo and moose are gone, yet the elk re­ 
main, and—There they go! Ixx>k! look! Bee 
how prettily they bound along, as though 
their hoofs were made of rubber! 
They run 
90 easily, I presume you think they are not 
moving fast, but you never m ale a greater 
mistake. 
That easy lope is taking them over 
the ground at tremendous speed. Don't shoot. 
It is useless. 
Besides, if you should chance to 
kill one, there is nothing to do but let it lie 
there, and that is poor sport, to say nothing 
of its brutality. 
No, they are not elk; only 
some black-tailed deer. They were feeding ou 
the berries in that clump of bush« * yonder 
when we started them. 
See them swing their 
tad* from side to side as they disappear over 
the ridge. When we get up to that point they 
will have vanished as completely a* though 
swallowed up by the earth. 
Never mind 
about your horse again. 
He knows how ic 
get over those rocks and up that hill. 
More­ 
over, you need not 
keep watch for fear he 
will tread on a rattlesnake or step into some 
prairie-dog hole. 
It is his part of the business 
to look out for these things, and he does it so 
well and oftentimes so suddenly that the am­ 
ateur rider is left sprawling on the ground. 
Look out for yourself and the horse will get 
into no trouble. 


SW ELLS OF A OLASSY SKA. 
At last we are on the ridge, and now a new 
panorama unfolds to view. 
Far away to the 
west, like the long swells of a glassy sea, 
spread* the rolling prairie. 
In the distance, 
fifty miles away, are the blue peaks of mount­ 
ains; but between them and u* is nothing but 
ridge and hollow, prairie, grass and sky, 
broken here and there by buttes, gorges, and 
patches of sage brush. 
It is a brighter, yet 
seemingly a weirder, and a vaster desolation 
than we just witnessed. 
Not a sign of life is 
apparent. 
Even 
the 
very elements are 
hushed. 
The wind does not stir, not a cloud 
is seen, and from the blue sky the sun shinoe 
calmly down on the outstretched motionless 
sea of gold. 
Yet look yonder and you will 
see both life and motion. 
There are a 
number of figures moving along that stony 
ridge some miles away to the right. 
No, they 
are not tho cowboys, for they are far to our 
left; nor are they buffalo, moose or elk. Look 
through these glasses. 
Indians? Yes; some 
Cheyennes or Crows off their reservation on a 
marauding expedition. 
But you need havo 
no fear of them. Even if they see us they will 
not molest us, for the Indians are not so brave 
as they are pictured, and looking down the 
muzzles of t vo Winchester rifles will make 
them very pacific. 
They are brave enough, 
like a good many white met, when there is no 
chance of getting shot; but to face an enemy 
in the open field is something they dislike, no 
matter what their superiority of numbers. 
Th ere, th ey are gone over th o ridge; and 
now look out in front of you td th e sunny 
side of th at sloj» © a mile away. 
Do you n<>- 
tice th ose little grayish wh ite spots;' Now 
th ey h ave disappeared, but wait a moment, 
and one by one th ey come back. 
look 
th rough th e glass;. 
Th ey are not « leer, for 
th ey do not keep on th o ojx*n plain. 
Nor are 
th ey cattle, nor buffalo bones, nor wh ite 
rocks. 
Th ey aro antelope, and th o wh itish 
apjjearanco is but th o sunligh t sh ining on 
th eir gl<>;*sy coats a.s th ey turn. 
Wo will 
make a detour and get beh ind th e riojx* th « *y 
are grazing upon, so th at wo may see th em 
closer; but, mind you, no sh ooting. 
Th **y 
are worth less for food, except 
wh en ono iz 
starving, and ih ev are so beautiful and spirit- 
ueile, it is a pity to kill th em. 
Away we go 
8 t a h ard gallop, and in tw enty minutes we 
are slowly and cautiously creeping up th e 
back of th e slope upon wh ich we lost saw th e 
animals. 
TRICKS OF THE ANTELOPE.

We reach th e ridge and peep over, but no 
antelojjo. 
‘‘Wh ere h ave th ey gone? Th ey 
could not h avo seen us,” you exclaim. 
No, 
th ey did not see us, but we forgot about th e 
breeze. 
It was blowing faintly from us to 
th em, and th ey smelled us. 
Animals h avo 
more th an ono sense to warn th em of danger. 
Th ere th ey aro a q uarter of it mile away < u 
tty» ride of th e opjxxsit© slope, strung out like 
M-ads, and watch ing us with th eir large, 
bulging eyes. 
Listen and you con h ear th e 
h u g draw n ph ew of t h o old buck. 
'Th ere 
tbfy go « » ff on a canter again, and now once 
u,are th ey stop, and string out in line to look 
it 
us. th eir th in legs looking like willow 
stems and th eir wh ite th roats and brownish 
jankets saining in th e sun. You wish to 
•hast.* th em, 
Th o only good it will do will Ih j 
to convince you h ow easily and yet h ow 
swiftly tli * a» tek>i>e can slip over th e ground; 
ves if you w >h it, so l*o it. 
At th e first touch 
of th e spur th o h orses plunge, pick up th eir 
eats, see some moving obj« x*ts ah ead, and, 
imagining th ere i* soiueth iug to be* kts-sot-d, 
bivuk into u full run. 
A w ay we go over th o buffalo grass, « lash ­ 
ing th rough th e prairie-dog villages, jumping 
wash out« and « lit. lies, rush ing up one slope 
and plunging down anoth er, yet still we do 
not gum ou th o flying rpots of gray and 
wh ite. Th e distance betw« *iu us grow s greater 
as w ith easy roll th « 
little creatures molt 
away. 
Fftoeu minutes h ave elapsed, and now 
tbPV aro h eading for th at round butt« *. 
Up 
and ar ound lbs base* th ey circle, anil th « *n ore 
iiid from view. 
Now urge on your h orse, 
for 
likely 
th ey 
will 
stop 
wh en 
out 
of 
righ t, 
and 
we 
can 
close in u« 
i h em from Udiiuil. Up we go in th eir tracks, 
and wh irling around th e butte, tlraw rein to 
lq ok. 
Not un anteiojK? in sigh t 
W h troliuw 
th ey gone? Look behind you. 
Th are th ey 
are, stringing away on tho back track we just 
nine over. 
That is an antelope trick. 
They 
simply ran completely arouAd the butto, 
keeping it betweeu us and them, and now ar e 
going back to their old grounds. 
You are growing tired, the sun is high, and 
we had better get back to the round mp. The 
cowboy revels in an early din war, and qnle» « 
we are on thae we Will have to wait tmOi sun­ 
down for a meal.—New York Bun.

BUSINESS LOCALS. 


(Denver Tribune-Republican.] 
Twonty-flve years ago the buttons used ou 
dresses and cloaks wero made mostly of 
metal, some in imitation of silver and some 
of gold. 
They were of great size, in fact 
quite as large as a modern individual but- 
fcer-plate. 
Calicoes 
and 
chintzes 
were 
adorned in those days with ag ate buttons 
in all colors purple» and reds predominat­ 
ing. 
After these, 
there came in smaller 
buttons of various kinds, among others the 
variety known as horn, which had a long 
run and was very popular. 
At this time, 
too. there were worn immense buttons of 
solid pearl, through 
which the prismatic 
colors were always shifting, in changing 
lights. 
There were nickel ‘buttons, decor­ 
ated with designs of stars; there were queer, 
brass buttons, and glass ones, wonderfully 
and fearfully made. 
There were conical, 
white porcelain buttons the more pointed 
tho'more fashionable; there were brass but­ 
tons in designs of aeon» ; there were but­ 
tons made of brass opan work, over red 
lining; those and a myriad of others made 
up the quaint sum of buttons worn a score 
or so of years ago. 
THE CRAZES OF YEARS AGO. 
Aftor this small pearl buttons, or shirt 
buttons, as they were called, came into u*o. 
They wero set very thickly together on 
dress front« , and for a time were so small a* 
to be scarcely visible. 
The metal buttons, 
too, depreciated perceptibly in the matter 
sizo, the glass ones and porcelain ones as 
well, until the rage for small buttons was 
as great as the rage for large ones had been. 
About this timo there came in a craze for 
buttons in designs of gooseberries, currants, 
raspberries.blackberries and grapes. Masse« 
of bright little currants used to fill in the 
front of a woman’s dress, and great black­ 
berries worn on silk attire used to half 
temos ¿ ue unwary into taking a bite of the 
luscious fruit 
Bolid jet balls, too, were 
used at this time, and formed a trimming 
ror dressas not unlike the jet; used nowa­ 
days. 
There were also used long jet but­ 
tons, very similar in shape to a fat, dark- 
•olored worm. 
These were used largely on 
areas fronts with braided plastrons and 
various other designs, and were considered 
very recherche, as they were always ex­ 
pensive, and required incalculable time and 
patience to keep them sewed on in place, 
ifuero was a time 
when buttons were not 
considered an essential part of a dress, so 
far as harmony of shade And coloring was 
concerned, but that day is long since past 
HUTTONS NOW IN FASHION. 
Th e button; nowadays are selected with 
more care, perh aps, th an is any oth er ele- 
rn« *nt wh ich enter« Into th o make-up of a 
costume. 
Th e color; in th em m ust h arm on­ 
ize w ith th o body of th o dress, down to th e 
finest sh adings, and th o sizi m ust be pro­ 
portioned according to th e style of good; 
used and th e design of toilet followed. 
Btroot suits, made of rough im ported cloth s, 
are now adorned with buttons of enormous 
rizi, mostly in bronze, and decorated with 
various designs. 
Borne are made in m edal­ 
lion h eads, 
some in landscapes, some in 
wh eat sh eaves; oth ers are made of sh ell, 
und are many-colored m il brilliant; still 
oth ers are im itations of cameo, and oth ers 
are u curious m ixture of gilt and silver. 
Tnese 
butt ms would nover do for h ouse 
v*ear, but worn iu th o street on h eavy 
cloth es th ey are q uite appropriate and very 
stylid).
